The newty added 
limitations are - wherein each destination address in said list represents a different host - in line 2, - means for detecting a common 
prefix in at least two different destination addresses from said list of destination addresses - in lines 3-4, and ~ means for generating a 
sufftx list for destination addresses from said list of destination addresses that are detected to have a common prefix, wherein said suffix 
represents the non-identical portions of said detected destination addresses - in lines 6-9.
